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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants assert that it is not obvious to 
simultaneously provide two catheters, one to each ureter of a patient. Applicants allege that such an arrangement provides a new and 
unexpected result in that it prevents any urine from reaching the bladder from the ureters. This argument is not persuasive because mere 
duplication of parts is not sufficient to patentably distinguish an invention from the prior art absent a new and unexpected result. MPEP 
2144.04 IV B. It is the interpretation of the examiner, that at the time of the invention, one of ordinary skill in the art would have recognized 
that blocking both ureters simultaneously would stop all natural urine flow into the bladder. Achieving this result from two catheters is not 
viewed to be an unexpected result. 
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
